Is 
hest proof that there must he need for 
II, Undoubtedly during his career. Mr. 
Pulitzer saw only too dearly the han- 
dicaps under which the beginner in 
the active field of journalism labours, 
especially so hi the large pilles where 
ihe new-comer has no such opportun- 
ity as he has in Ihe small cities to see 
the iH-giunlng and the end of his story 
or the Ix-ginning and Ihe cud of the 
work necessary lo put II lu Us perfect 
form In the newspapers, probably this 
explains why the great novvs|mpcrinon 
of the country have invariably «unie 
from the small city dallies where the 
netiesslty for all-urntiud work has de- 
veloped them, may I say. Into finished 
products."— W. It.

Before a large and representative 
meeting ar the Mctlill Oriental last 
night, the Bey, Dr. Bruce Taylor, pas- 
tor of SI. I'aul's delivered a lerturc 
on the t'rophel Mich. Dr. Taylor 
dealt wllb this must powerful of ihe 
prophets in his customary scholarly 
manner, Interspersing his remarks with 
sparkling uud delightful originality. 

Most people, said the lecturer, knew 
Micah only from ihe oft-quoted pas- 
sane in the sixth book, where the 
prophet sums up the duty of man, in 
a. short, pregnant, and comprehensive 
sentence, lint otherwise, the prophet 
was largely neglected. Few people 
knew him. a misfortune due perhaps 
to the fact thai the book was contain- 
ed lu a colleotlot) unfortunately la- 
belled "Tlie Minor Prophets," In one 
sense only was ihe title correct, name- 
ly, in thai these prophecies were short- 
er than those Usually ascribed to the 
so-called Majm- Prophets. 

Micah had an interest for his ape and 
ours, the lecturer said, not less import- 
ant than Isaiah. Isaiah was n politi- 
cian, and saw all things through the 
spectacles of a glorified aristocracy. 

Micah was a deni icr.it, ». men of the 
people, whose interests aroused his 
keenest concern', and prompted his 
finest expression; The social condi- 
tions of Micah's time were clearly re- 
flected in his prophecies, lie was not 
concerned with those movements of 
the great nations of ISgypt and Assyria 
which so soon were to sweep the 
Northern Kingdom from Hie earth, 
and which menaced the sufct'y of his 
own beloved land of .ludah. ttorn 
and bred in ihe country, among the 
trees and f loners and grandeur of 
mountainous land, his prophecies re- 
flect the sweetness and simplicity of 
a true lover of nature. 

The prosperity of the times in both 
divisions of Israel ,had brought about 
a corruption and immorality In the 
lives of the rich perhaps scarcely to 
» liiUftllrted In -the- whole history of 
Israel. It was a period of oppres- 
sion of the peasantry by ihe rich, ab- 
sentee landlords. Not only did thev 
steal from the lolling peasants the 
products of their toil, hut ,gno r ed their 
tenures, and deflect.,) their Inheri- 
tance. Micah's stern-st denunciations 
were an indictment of the greed and 
blind selfishness Whi 3h refused to re- 

eognUe in tht peasant class the real 
wealth of Hie land, but regrn rding 
Hum as pari and paivel of the land, 
ground their faces, and wasted their 
products. 

In their oppressive measure* they 
were aided and abetted by numerous 
false prophets time-servers, who trim- 
med their message lo suit their im- 
mediate interest and pleasure of the 
rich. Justice had become a Ivy-word 
and a reproach. The venial Judge sold 
and bought judgment irrespective of 
I lie rights of the poor. 

Micah, in a blaze of righteous indig- 
nation, denounced the shameful In- 
iquity of all the ruling classes, who 
ought to have been the natural cus- 
todians of lb.- poorer classes. There 
Could be but one end to such disre- 
gard of the plain demands of Yabuclt, 
Samaria must fall. .Ittdah would be 
cugulfoii in her overthrow. Jerusa- 
lem would be ployed like a field, and 
her inhabitants would be brought to 
» realization of the truth, by tlm 
painful but saving travill of the'exlle. 

Dr. Close moved, and Dr. Scrimger 
seconded a voie of thanks lo the ler- 
turer. Dr. Cordon, Mr. Barker, ami 
Mr. Carter also spoke. 

An Interesting incident at the close 
of the meeting was the moving of a 
resolution by Dr. Thompson, superin- 
tendent of Chinese Missions in Mont- 
real, in Which a request was d » >ct # 
to the Ibuise at Ottarva thai Chinese 
students be admitted In Canada, on the 
same terms as students from other 
countries. Dr. Thompson cited as an 
instance of the capacity and Intelli- 
gence of f'hinsse students, Mr. Feter 
IIIiie, one of the mont distinguished 
students of McGHI, now a Chief Jus- 
tice in the new Chinese Republic. The 
resolution was sicned by mnnv of the 
most distinguished Montreal citizens, 
and was In be presented by Mr. Ames. 
Ml'., of St. Antoine Division of Mont- 
real The resolution. Mr. Ames had 
said, could not fall of rmecess.

International, national, sectional and "trade" expositions the 
public knows about and Tias profited by; but a "university exposi- 
tion" is a new form of co-ordinated planning and doing for institu- 
tional publicity and for educational ends. The pioneer is the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, and the designers, builders and mahagcrs are 
five hundred students organized in the Wisconsin Union, and not the 
professors or the executive officials as described in a recent Daily. 
The exhibits are to be concrete illustrations of the work done in all 
the university departments. The motive for the task is to furnish 
a bird's-eye view of the university" and its relations to the diverse 
activities of the "state-wide campus." The attendants especially 
desired are students in high schools, residents in rural communities 
and civic-spirited citizens, whether rural or urban. 

From one end of the state to the other the exposition is being ad- 
vertised in public print and by poster ; and also by student enter- 
prise and shrewdness whereby the boy or girl at Madison assumes 
responsibility for inciting his home community to journey up to the 
exposition in March. Add to this the bulletins sent to the high 
schools and it is easy to see how the publicity desired is being won 
without much cost. 

So obvious are thè advantages to a university and to a state 
supporting it of such an exhibition as this, that it hardly needs any 
comment here to indicate the desirability of something of the kind 
being tried occasionally wherever and whenever conditions make 
such an enterprise possible. In this particular case the labor given 
will draw double interest, for when the erposition at Madison is 
closed much of the material will go right on to San Francisco and 
help to impress upon visitors to the exposition there the possibilities 
of education conveived of in terms of social service : for that i< what 
the Wisconsin plan stands for above all else.
